Government Cutting Sleigh Road. 

With a view of opening up = direct 
winter communication between the 
end of rail at Athabasca and MeMur- 
ray, the Alberta Government has a 
fang of men cutting a sleigh road 
from House river to MoMurray, a dis- 
tance of 71 miles. The series of 
rapids which begins with the Grand, a 
tew miles below House river, and ex- 
tend to McMurray, make winter travel 
with horses and sleighs along that 
part of the river impossible. In this 
distance the river describes a consid- 
erable bend, By cutting a road 
across the ‘bend from House river to 
McMurray, the distance between the 
two points is considerably lessened, as 
compared with the river route. it 
is hoped that it will be possible for 
teams and loaded sleighs to travel on 
the ice of the Athabasca to House 
river, and then by the sieigh road to 
McMurray, a total distance of about 
225 miles. Mr. Kelsey is afraid, 
however, that the rough ice and open 
water caused by the Pelican rapids, 
about 120 miles below the Landing, 
will necessitate the cutting of a 
portage road about 20 miles in length, 
to enable teams to pass these rapids 
safely. In any case, the opening of 
even a sleigh road from House river 
to McMurray will be of great advan- 
tage iW carrying on business during 
the winter, and it is hoped that it will 
be made a summer road without delay. 
With a view to its use the Hudson's 
Bay Company are having a warehouse 
erected this winter at House river. 
It was expected that the sleigh road 
would be completed by January 15th, 

Improving Seow Channel, 

The Federal Government was doing 
effective work during the fall in im- 
proving the scow channel at the 
Grand Rapids. Mr. Beiron, the en- 
gineer In charge, had taken advan- 
tage of ihe low Stuge oO shut the 
water entirely out of the channel on 
the east side of the island which hes 
in the rapids, and was able to work 
to very great advantage in clearing 
out boulders. Mr. Kelsey  beileves
